The request for reconsideration was not persuasive for reasons substantially 
equivalent to those given in the rejection. Applicant's argument that Simon et al does 
not disclose a position sensor which includes both a transmitter and a receiver is noted 
but disagreed with since the combined system disclosed by Simon et al can be 
considered to comprise an overall position sensor/transmitter/receiver combination as 
claimed.

The request to withdraw the finality of the rejection is denied since no new 
grounds of rejection were made in the final. The examiner's amplification of the 
rejection in the Final in response to Applicant's statement that the elements of the 
claims were not pointed out is not considered to be an agreement that Applicant was 
not sufficiently apprised of the reasons for the rejection in the first rejection. Applicant's 
arguments simply stating that no claimed elements were apparent from the reference in 
response to the first rejection gave the impression that Applicant made no reasonable 
attempt to see if the examiner's identified very specific sections of Simon et al showed 
the claimed elements and instead was made because the rejection did not elucidate 
them to Applicant's preference. Since the examiner believes the elements were readily 
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apparent from the identified sections their further elucidation in the Final is not 
considered evidence that this issue was not clearly raised before final.
